“Chiefly in huge nets. Some of the 
largest nets in the world are used in 
Japan for catching bonito. I saw one 
there which was about a thousand feet 
long and two hundred feet wide with 
wings two hundred and fifty feet long 
extending out at each end. It took thir- 
ty boats to manage that met. The fish 
were driven in between the wings, find- 
ing their way from them into the great 
bag-like net at-the end. Then the men 
fastened the met and gradually drew it 
ft up out of the water. They caught an 
enormous quantity of fish. Indeed, as 
many as 20,000 yellow-tail have béen 
caught at one time in such a net. The 
yellow-tail are the large fish of some- 
what the same character as the bonito.

“As to the herring,” continued Dr. 
Smith, “that is one of the most valua- 
ble of the Japanese fishes. It runs in 


schools just as off the coast of northern

product sells for abéut $4,000,000 annu-

selves to these bushes and grow, being 
fed by the water which rises and falls 
From time to time during 
plants are picked off and 
carried to the market for sale.

“An enormous amount of sea weed is 
also produced in Japan,’’ Dr. Smith con- 
tinued. “This is gathered and used in 
a variety of shapes. It is very nutritious, 
and is so much liked by the people that 
you will not find a Japanese family 
which does not consume some of it every 
day of the year. We have about the same 
varieties of sea weed, but the most of it 


|goes to waste, Take the kombu, for in- 
\Stance, which is made from kelp, such 
(as is found along our Atlantic coast. 
'The Japanese use a million dollars’ worth 
(of it every year and we let !t go to 
'waste. About the only sea weed that we 


take advantage of is the kind known as 


“How about salmon?’ 

“The Japanese have salmon, but:they 
are not so good as ours. They are like 
the poorest variety of the Pacific coast 
salmon. The people consider them a great 
delicacy, and it is customary to send a 
Dig salmon to one’s friend on New Years 
day.”’ 

“Are there good fishertes 
Japan, Dr. Smith?’  ' 

“Yes, very rich onew.’’ -There are many 
cod along tlf island of Yezzo, and the 
fisherigs still farther north are valuable. 
This is especially so about Saghalin, the 
island which the Russians took from 
Japan. I understand that the Japanese 
will demand its return, if they are suc- 
cessful In the present war. If they get 
it it will add $15,000,000 a year to their

‘They have can- 
ning and pickling establishments, an 
are putting up ail sorts of things for 
export. Here is a@ copy of the cata- 
logue of their St. Louis fish exhibit. It 
treats on everything from -sardines to 
wales, and shows what they are doing 
along various lines. The annual catch 
of sardines is now more than 23,000.- 
000 pounds, and sardines are sold fresh. 
dried and salted. At the experiments! 
fiab station of Aichi-ken they have been 
salting down fresh sardines into harrels 
as en experfment, and if there is a 
‘demand for them a million barréls miay 
be easily cured in that way in one year. 
In the past many sardineg have n 


safd that it has more than a thousand 
different varteties of fish, and that in 
Macao, near Canton, one may have a 
different kind of fish every morning the 
year reund. The Chinese must have much 
the same fish as Japan. They have 
mackerel, herring, shark and carp. They 
have shell fish, oysters and prawns, 
shrimps and crabs. The people use cer- 
morants for fishing. They have a vast 
boat population and there must be fisher- 


lally. The herring are also dried and 
pickled for export.” 
“How about eating fish, raw, doctor. I 
understand that is common in Japan?” 
“It is, and I assure you that raw fish 
lare not so bad when properly served,

| Let us first say that to Mr. Conner’s 
sagacious conclusions are attached all 
the weight of expert and _ long-experi- 
enced authority. For years one of the 
most extensive and enterprising plant- 
ers of Bartow county, he has always 
been so placed that he could study in 
their material aspect the varied fac- 
‘tors allied to the topic under discus- 
‘sion. Nor uas he neglected the aca- 
| demic phase. He has kept constantly 
iu touch with the investigations and 
| deliberations of scientific men and he 
‘Knows, to a nicety, the applied value 
‘of their theories. The agricultural 
| and industrial assets of the couth are 
'tc him an open book. What he says 
|is not the product. of superficial im- 
| pressions, but deductions from a calm, 
| unbiased consideration. These quali- 
ities made him:one of the most influ- 
ential members of the last Georgia 
house of representatives and caused 
ois constituents to re-elect him for 
the approaching summer term.

‘to the wisdom of holding unmarketed 
‘cotton for better prices, but he em- 
phatically declares that such a pro- 
cedure is worse than futile, if not 
made the part of a movement to radi- 
cally reduce the acreage next season. 
“Suppose,” says he, “the crop of 1905 
is 12,000,000 bales, and suppose the 
farmers carry a reserve of 5,000,000 
pales from the crop of 1904 into the 
output of 1905, does any man contend 
that conditions would be improved for 
higher prices?” Such argument is 
difficult to refute. Argument, really, 
is not the word; it is the mere stating 
of a fact which becomes self-evident 
with its perusal. Tersely put, the 
withholding of this season’s residue 
without arrangements for radically re- 
ducing tlfe crop for next year is simply 
inviting ‘future price disaster beside 
which the present one is insignificant. 
He disposes of the suggestion to burn 
one-Lenth of the tresent output, quite 
las succinctly. He asserts that even 
if it “could be conclusively shown 
tbat the farmer would get double the 
price of his present crop for the next 
one in the event he should destroy one” 
tenth of his present output, the old 
adage, ‘a bird in the hand is worth 
two in the bush,’ would intervene and 
‘put an inhibition on his being guilty 
of any such folly.” He stresses the

ment should be so comprehensive as 
to be felt in all the channels of cotton 
trade. 

Mr. Conner does not take seriously 
the claim that the south’s cotton mo 
nopoly is menaced by other nations.

SOME REFLECTIONS CAUSED 
BY THE SLUMP IN COTTON 


| @aitor Constitution: The recent slump 

in the price of tne south’s staple product 
_geems to have awakened intense interest 
on the part of all classes of our people 
And well may this be true. For when 


'the fall in the price of a commodity is 
so sudden and so great as to affect its 
purchasing power by the hundreds of 
/ millions of dollars, it is certainly suffi- 
‘cient to call into gxistence the deepest 
| interest on the part o fthose who have 
produced the commodity and have it for 
“sale. The seriousness of such a condi- 
| tiorr is surely great, and vet with ali that 
| this discussion of the situation, together 
' with some of the remedial agents which 
, have been suggested through the press, 
/a@re not entirely vold of real amusement. 
| Some of our people seem eager to sug- 
|west the simple remedy of withholding 
| the remainder of the unsolM crop from 
| the market until such price is offered as 
| will be acceptable to the producer with- 
out offering other remedy than the sim- 
ple holding of the commodity for higher 
prices. Such a remedy, it would seem, 
carries absurdity on its face. For sup- 
pose the remainder of the crop is with- 


same amount of acreage is devoted to 
cotton in 1905 that was in 1904 and sup- 
pose,\further, that crop conditions odtain 
for 1905 that we have had for 1904, is 
any improvement in the price o? the 
commodity likely to obtain? 

In other language, suppose the crop of 
1905 is 12,000,000 bales, and suppose the 
farmers carry a resérve of 5,000,000 bales 
from the crop & 1904 into the output 
of 1905, does any man contend that con- 
ditions would be improved for higher 
prices? And if such contention is in- 
| dulged in, please let us have the reason 
,for the contention. Then others have 
_ Suggested the burning up of one-tenth of 
the output of the present crop by the 
/ men who produted it. Such a suggestion 
is, to say the least of it, quite as fanciful 
as the one above alluded to. For the 
task of inducing a man to wilfully de- 
stroy a thing of vaJue which ts the prod- 
uct of his own toil would be herculean 
, indeed. - Nor would the argument that 
, his condition would be bettered in the 
_long run suffice to convince him, for al- 
though it could be conclusively shown 
_that he would get dowble the price of his 


present crop for the next one in the event 
he should destroy one-tenth of his present 
| output the old adage ‘‘a bird In the hand 
is worth two In the bush,” would inter- 
vene and put an Inhibition on his being 
guilty of any such folly. Then ff such a 
course would not be violation of the crim- 
inal laws of the state, It would certainly 
be in the very teeth of all laws upon the 
subject of economics. 

Now I do not wish to be understood as 
‘claiming that there {s no virtue {fn the 
| principle of holding back a portion of 
the present crop for higher prices, pro- 
vided the producer wil! ev a step further 
| and curtail] the acreage of the next crop 
| sufficiently to bring the output within 

the demand for the world’s consumption, 

The producer should be urged to with- 
hold the remainder of the crop from the 

market: for higher prices, but he should 
be urged with equal intensity to curtaij] 
the next crop. And he should be urged 
to curtall it sufficiehtly to be felt tn all 
| the channels of the cotton trade. 

I know the argument has been offered 
that the cotton belt of the south should 
produce sufficient cotton to keep down 
_ the desire for competition in cotton pro- 
duction in other quarters of the globe, 
‘hut that argument should not be serious- 
'ly considered by the cotton producer of 
_ the south. This is true for a multiplicity 
\Of reasons, the overshadowing one of 
\which is the fact that Providence has 
, placed the cotton belt of the south su- 
perbdly in the lead in the world’s com- 
petition in cotton production. In other 
‘language, the south’s position as to cot- 
_ton production is so unfque that there 
'is little danger of serious trouble with 
respect .to competition from other quar- 
ters. Then it is useless for the cotton 
producer to wear himself to a frazzle in 
giving to the world a commodity which 
does not remunerate him for his toll. 
Nature has peculiarly fitted the south 


| 


; to the production of cotton to an extent 


| not enjoyed by any other quarter of the 
_€lobe, but while this fs true, nature has 
i not restricted the inhabitants of the 


| south exclusively to the production of 


| cotton. 


And while cotton should, per- 
haps, be our leading agricultural prod- 
/uct, we need and sorely need, a diverst- 
fied agriculture. And the south will 
never reach the climax of its capacity 
‘in the world’s progress and advancement 
until we have diversity in agriculture in 
all of its ramifications,

You con- 
clude by saying: ‘I refer Mr. Brantley's 
letter to the readérs of The Constitu- 
tion and challenge them to say whether 
the campaign shal! be made,’ meaning 
a concerted plan of the farmers of the 
south to greatly curtail the present 
amount of production. 

“I have sometimes thought, What 
would it profit the people of Georgia. for 
instance, to wear her lands out, and her 
hands, continuing to produce 1,500,00u 
bales of cotton each year at 10 cents per 
pound, or 1,000,000 bales at 12 cents, 
while her peovle #e compelled under 
natural (taxation?) policy to pay artiti- 
clally high prices for such large quanti- 
ties of manufactured goods and wares. 
necessaries, they have not the time to 
make for themselves, if Georgia's lagre 
share of the world’s clothing matértial i . 
annually, to be brought in sight. If you 
will take time to sum thet amount of 
brain and brawn, wear and tear neces- 
sary to produce 10,000.000 bales of co'- 
ton, you wil] revise your apinion- that 
there is any very considerable gam 
bling fever in the blood of the real 
producers of cotton. They meangbus- 
iness from the word go, as a ral 
proposition. So it is respectfully denied 
that cases of over-production have been 
ever mainly due to any speculative fever 
in the veins of southern planters. The 
fact that they actually produce about 
10,000.000 bales of real cotton negatives 
this ‘diagnosis.’ That amount of real 
value could only be produced by good, 
healthy, patriotic business-like, sensible 
work, and not by the ‘fevered’ excite- 
ment of gambling. 

“Hence, so long as a protective tariff 
exists, has not the cotton question its 
inevitable political aspect, as well] as in- 
dustrial incidents? 

“Our northern and western brother 
American citizens and friends every- 
where ‘on the frozen. bosom’ may also 
need some education and enlightening of 
their masses, and our Georgia indus- 
trial leaders and cur own research stu- 
dents might well continue to seek out 
and spread abroad the whole truth of 
this matter, al] the time, as affects 
cotton, and not rest content with af- 
fording glimpses of ft. only in recurring 
seasons like this of temporary depression 
in price. 

For instance, such industria! leaders 
and research students might recall to 
the minds of many in Wisconsin and 
elsewhere (evidently friends) that the 
good old state of Georgia. vear by year, 
furnishes .the chief textile materia] for 
furnishing the clothing of about one- 
fifteenth part of the whole human race-- 
a much larger proportion, consideri 
only the civilized nations. It is 7 
child’s play, unaided, to stand up to th 
task, ang it leaves Insufficient time 
make the excess of manufactured goods 
we must have.

Bankers Say Foreign Trade 
Will Show Great Increase, 


Railroads Are Paying Larger Divi- 
dends, Which Foreshadows the 
Future Course of the Stock 
Market—The Slump 
in Cotton.

N@w York, December 31!.—(Special.)}— 
As the last half of the year 1904 ws 
devoted to recuperation, so will 1906 
ba distinguished by further recovery, 
while we shall also see a great cea] of 
ercwth. This last feature is already be- 
ing foreshadowed by the payment of in- 
creased dividends by leading raliroads. 
They are managed by some of the 
shrewdeet men in the land. Ie they 
thought the revival of trade were short- 
lived, they would be careful to husband 
their resources. They think otherwise. 
They foresee vast expansion, which will 
lift the United States etil)l higher In the 
family of nations. Banking authorities 
here predict great expansion of our for- 
eign trade, particularly in the Pacific 
This will be most remarkable af- 
tur the end of the Russo-Japangse war. 
The outlook for the close of that con- 
flict is not as yet. bright, but neverthe- 
lesx our foreign trade will go forward 
as it has been doing during the last 
year. Exports of manufactures wil] con- 
tinue a feature. Building of warships 
for foreign countries is expected to be 
erother feature. Leading companies of 
this country have important plans on 
fcot, the details of which can not be 
made public at the moment, but they 
will astonish the world when the facts 
become known. These account for the 
numerous trips of United States Steel 
officials and Charles M. Schwab and 
Lewis Nixon to Purope. Necessarily 
euch plans must ve kept as secret as 
pees'ble. But that 1905, and stil] more 
s> 1906, will be years of great war prep- 
arations there is no doubt whatever. 
This will cal) for the consumption of !m- 
merse quantities of steel, copper and 
other metals. 
| Increased Dividends. 

. Outside of the considerations above 
mentioned, the most interesting feature 
in the financial] world is the plans for in- 
creasing dividends of leading ralflroad 
ecmpanies. They foreshadow the future 
course of the stock market. We have 
had advances in Louisville, Reading, 
Atlantic Coast Line and Pennsylvania 
ecmpany dividends. These are ryrely 
i-stances of a widespread programme, 
which wif) Include, at least, a_ half 
dozen, perhaps, a dozen, others during 
the next six months.: Baltimore and 
Ohio and Norfolk common may be ex- 
pected to increase their dividends in the 
Both of these companies 
are controlled by Pennsylvania. Union 
Pacific w!l) follow a little later. Many 
others micht be mentioned, but these 
examples will {llustrate the case. How 
Jong can they maintaln increased pay- 
ments? This {s the question which 
everybody in the financial district Is ask- 
ing. 

“Are they not presuming too much on 
prosperity?” various have asked. This 
{s worth careful study. Looking hack 8 
few years. plenty of cases of rash daivi- 
dend navments could he Instanced, show- 
ing that It Is far better to be con™rva- 
tive and pay only a-moderate amount to 
stockholders. 

In the case of the companies which 
increased their dividends 
't willl be found that even after the 
increased payment they had a margin 
of several per cent on their stock, which 
they carried: to surplus account, This ap- 
plied to the earnings for the year from 
which the dividend money 
Yet it has been found In the past that 
partial crop failure has played havoc 
with earnings. and they have fallen away 
eo rapidly that even small dividends were 
imperiled. In the. case of the J onnsyl- 
vania company, a surplus of some 4 per 
cent was left after the increased pay~ 
ment. It Is pertinent to Inquire whether 
these Increases In dividends are not .a 
part of the programme to retire floating 
debts, to which attention has several 
times called in this paper. That is, it 
may mark a step in an educational cam- 
paign to stimuate public confidence and 
induce people a little later to take a 
lot of new bonds, issued to pay off the 
debts in question. From the favorable 
character of the business outlook, Jt now 
seems likely that such a programme would 
prove successful. Expansion in trade 
certainly !s going forward at a rapid 
rate, and there Is nothing on the horizon 
at the moment to check It. The pro- 
posed corporate jegislation does not seem 
of a sufficiently unfavorable character to 
injure the market, provided financiers go 
ahead and put up stocks. 

As to Cotton. 

Recurring to last week's comments on 
eotton, and the prediction of a promi- 
ment northerner that the staple would 


go to perhaps 6% or 6% cents a pound— | 


which view was confirmed by this week's 
collapse—it may be remarked that few 
persons here (perhaps not even the au- 
thority himself) expected to see such 
a drop in prices—or so soon. An intl- 
mate friend of the authority referred to, 
who was in close touch with the latter 
said when cotton was selling around 
7% cents that that was the time to buy, 
and he thought many of the spinners 
woulq avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity. Yet the “friend’’ has not made 
the success in business that the other 
man has. The “authority” is a mil- 
liomaire severa) times over. The judg- 
ment of a successful man, based on the 
results which he has already produced, 
is generally assumed worth more than 
that of a theorist. Traders in cotfon 
had been warned and warned about a 
possible break In the price, but not ons 
in twenty had the nerve to go short 
this week. Most of them were long. 
Their’ method of reasoning was this: 
After !7 cent cotton it would be madness 
to sell it at less than half that price. 
They also urged that this week the 
staple was selling far below cost of pro- 
duction—which made It doubly foolish to 
short. I have not found a single man— 
after careful inquiry—among the trading 
contingent’ who was on the winning 
side. They were al) long and put up 


their last dollar as-margin. Many liead- | 


ing commission firms sought to advise 
their customers, but it fell on deaf ears. 
Around the close, on Wednesday, after 
the break following the ginners’ report, 
many brokers were advising their custo- 
mers to buy cotton, but the latter seem- 
“ed unnerved, as if they believed the 
price might drop another cent. But 
there has been some remarkably good 
buying of the staple this week, both by 
Spinners ang for speculative account. 


I am told that some wealthy bankers 
who cound their money with seven and 
eight figures took on large lines with the 


argued that as a result of the great 
decline in the price farmers will plant 
much less next season and hence we 
shali have a fairly smal] crop. This 
will result in a considerable enhance- 
ment in the value of the old surplus be- 
fore a great length of time, which will 
be more than sufficient to make up for 
the cost of carrying it. Similar expert- 
ments have been tried before and have 
often worked out successfully. In the 
case of coffee, the results have been va- 
rious. Both heavy losses and heavy 
profits have resulted. It Is generaily 
conceded, however, that when a given 
product gets down below the cost of pro- 
auction, there comes a time when it may 
be profitably bought and the person with 
a cool head will sometimes double or 
treble his money, assuming that he is 
carrying it speculatively, on borrowed 
money. 
Legislation on Corporations. 

Strong assertioris are being. made Dy lead- 
ing corporate interests that they do not 
mind legislation; that they, in fact. wel- 
come it. This ts pure bluff. They are 
whistling to keep up their courage, if 
what I hear from well-informed quar- 
ters is true. They know that it would 
be poor policy to complain and admit 
that they are In a predicament; it wouid 
defeat their own ends and disturb the 
public. So they hit upon the novel and 
real sensible scheme of pretending that 
legislation would be a fine thing and suit 
them to a “T.”” It may be aptly com- 
pared with an incident given by a leading 
American humorist in one of his story 
books, wherein he recounts the discom- 
fture of a small boy who was set to 
work by his aunt whitewashing a fence. 
As other boys came around to watch him 
he pretended that he liked it, until 
finally he fooled hig fellows into doing 
the work for him. Being satisfied that 
legislation must come, leading railroad 
presidents have been trying to get some 
sugar coating in in the shape of a pool- 
ing measure, It tis a question, how-

The Lowering of Time Money Rates. 

It looks as if the putting down of time 
money rates to 3 and 3% per cent for 
loans extending to three months and 
even six months, was designed for’ effect 
on sentiment. There ts assuredly a good 
demand for accommodations from mer- 
cantile and other business interests, s0 
that much better return on the invest- 
ment is warranted. It has the ring of 
artificiality, for the purpose of influenc- 
ing sentiment. But many persons have 
put a construction on it that was just 
the opposite of what was intended. They 
saiq that it looked like restriction to 
trade and they concluded to be careful. 
It is probable that after 1905 is well 
under way time money will work con- 
siderably firmer, though not becoming 
at all stringent. The consensus of opin- 
ion is that time money should readily 
command 4 to & per cent when business 
is as active as it ils now.

Small Errors in Estimates. 
“Independent of these adjustments, the 
department’s preliminary estimate of the 
crop of 1899 made, it should be remem- 
bered, before the entire crop was gath- 
ered, differed only 2.6 per cent from 
the amount marketed that year: that 
of the year 1900, 2.9 per cent; that of 
19U2, 2.9 per cent and that! of 1903, 1.1 
per cent. 

“Only once in ti > last five years. name- 
ly in 1901, was there any wide discrep 
ancy between the department's prelimi- 
nary estimate of the amount grown and 
the commercial crop. That year tha 
difference was so great—9 per cent—that 
a special investigation was made by field 
ager>s with a view to ascertaining tts 
cause, and it was found that while the 
department’s estimate of the amount 
grown was 989.000 hales lIPss than tne 
commercial crop proved to be, the es. 
timate differed only 292000 bales, 

less than 3 per cent from the actu 
crop. 

“The reason for the avnarent great 
discrepancy was that tn addition to 172,. 
226 ‘bales of linters and 67,343 bales of 
sample cotton rebaled. the- commercial 
crop of that year included 528.900 bales 
grown in preceding years and brought 
out by the high prices whjch then pre- 
vailed, and 198,190 bales lof the crop 
of the following year marketed prior to 
September |, 1902, there being, on the 
other hand, 115,550 bales of the crop 
of 1901-02 marketed prior to September 
1, 1901, and 154,592 bales ofthe same 
crop carried forward to the year 1902- 
03, leaving an actual growth in the year 
1901-02 of 9,966,478. 

“The amount of cotton held over by 
planters from one year to another varies 
considerably, @s you know, as does also 
—although this is a less important factor 
—the amount of cotton markéted before 
September | and consequently included in 
the commercial crop of the preceding 
year. But while for this reason there 
may be a considerable difference between 
the amount grown and the amount mar- 
keted in any single year, jhe totals for 
a series of five or more years ought not 
to be greatly at variance and it is in a 
comparison of a five years’ basis that 
the accuracy of the department’s figures 
is most strfkingly revealed. 


Figures for Five Years. 

“The total amount of cotton marketed in 
the United States in the five years ending 
August 3i, 1'904, was 51,944,125 baies, 
while the gum of the prejbminary esti- 
mates of this department, issued annually 
in December, plus 2% per cent for lint- 
ers and sample cotton (admitted a con- 
servative estimate), was 50,179,365 baies, 
a difference of only 764,760) bales for the 
five years, or 162,952 bales per annum. 
When it is remembered that in not a 
single year of these five years did the 
department over-estimate the crop, this 
close correspondence (within |.5 per cent) 
vecomes ail the more significant. 

“With regard to the ginners reports pub- 
lished at frequent intervals by the bureay 
of the census, 1 not only régard them as 
of the utmost value in themselves, but J 
consider the continuance of their publi- 
cation by the census bureau as absolutely 
essential to that perfect cotton reporting 
system which the magnitude of the cot- 
ton interests of the country demands, and 
which I fully believe will; in the very 
near future, be so strongly intrenched 
tn public confidence that nothing can dis- 
eredit {t.

WAR HAS COST RUSSIA 
NEARLY HALF A BILLION 

Paris, December 3!.—In connection with 
the approaching Russian war loans in 
Paris and Berlin the following interesting 
statement of the Russian war financier 
was furnished to the Associated Press to- 
day from the highest Russian sources: 

‘The expenses-of the -war up to No- 
vember 23 amounted to $258,000,000, of 
which $161.500.000 was for the army, 
$41,000,000 for the navy and $35,500,000 
for various military requirements, mak- 
ing about $22,500,000 per month. The 
outstanding credits up to the same time 
were $126,000,000, of which $83,000,000 
was for the army, $34,000,000 for the 
navy and $12,000,000 for miscellaneous 
expenses. 

“That makes the total war expenditures 
for the year $364,000,000.” 

The statement then shows that the 
treasury possesses $149,000,000, and that 
there is a stock of gold amounting to 
$620,000 to secwre the note circulation. 

The statement adds: 

“A special investigation of Russia’s war 
finances by such students of finance as 
M. Le Roy Beaulieu, a member of the 
institute; M. Georges Levy, professor at 
the schoo} of political science, and others 
equally eminent has shown altogether 
favorable results. Similar results were 
reached by Professor Helfferich, of the 
University of Berlin, who made the best 
comparative study of the finances of Rus- 
sia and Japan, and whose conclusions are 


to the advantage of Russia.”’

The conference of southern bankers and 
investors who will meet in Atlanta Jan- 
vary 24 at the Piedmont hotel] at 10 
o'clock, to discuss ways and means for 
storing and holding cotton for higher 
prices, is arousing interest throughout 
i gg the leading spirit in 
this movement, is.in receipt of a number 
of letters from southern bankers who 
have expressed their willingness to at- 
tend the meeting. Up to the present 
time regrets have been expressed by only 
two men, and these two bankers would 
attend if they had not made imperative 
engagements for the date on which the 
meeting occurs, which will take iunem 

of the-€erritory- 
=a conference will be attended by 
some twenty or twenty-five men, who 
have control of large banking interests 
in the south and have the best interests 
of the southern farmer at heart. 

This conference has been called at the 
suggestion of w. S. Witham, of At- 
lanta, the well known financier who is 
president of forty-eight banks in as many 
Georgia cities. Those who will attend 
the conference are the presidents and 
secretaries of the State Bankers’ .-.sso- 
ciations of the several cotton growing 
states, representatives of the large ‘ire 
insurance companies, preminent cotton 
ware housemen, and at least one repre- 
sentative of the big New York surety 
companies. * 

It is planned to establish a system by 
which the major portion of the south’s 
cotton crop can be stored on a uniformn 
basis, and loans made to the farmers

A Reaction Inevitable. 


“Cotton 4s intrinsically worth more than 
it is selling for, and that there will be a 
reaction in price is just as inevitablle as 
it was that 17-cent cotton would decline. 
A staple that does not deteriorate in 
juality; that, Hke pig fron, fs as gooc 
twenty years hence as now, when below 
the oost of production, as it is today, 
needs only to be held long enough to 
make certain of higher figures. Just 
how soon the tide will turn no man can 
Say, nor can any one say that it will 
not go lower temporarily. 

“But the south's policy today should 
unquestionably be not to burn cotton, not 
to crowd it to market, but to sture ft 
and hold for the inevitaJle swing of the 
pendlulum, and in the meantime to plant 
less acreage in cotton “and more in di- 
versified crops. The situation ts in this 
way absolutely in control. of the south 
itself, and it will have no one to blame but 
itself if it does not hold back perma- 
nently a million or more bales, and then 
reduce the acreage about 10 per cent. 
compared with last year. The south 
holds the dominating position. If it wit 
only use its opportunity and market its 
cotton on business principles, then ir wil, 
secure a fair price. 

“Outside of a few speculators nobody 
Wants such low prices. The spinner is 
no more pleased at this terrific break 
than the farmer. Now, let the south pull 
itself together, show that it can and will 
protect its own interests, and it will re- 
ceive the world’s applause.”’

No Surprise at Washington. 
Washington, December 3!.—The news 
of the indictment of Senator Mitchell and 
Representative Herrman for conspiracy 
to defraud the government of public lands 
had been fully expected for some time 
by those officials having to do with the 
case, and it therefore came as no sur- 
prise.

REDUCED RATES ON SYRUP 
ARE SECURED FOR ATLANTA 


Atlantic Coast Line Agrees «with Commission To 
Give Rates Almost-as Low as Those Made in 
Circular 3024--Capitol Gossip. 


The Georgia railroad commission will 
begin the new year with the pleasant 
notification that the sirup rates have 
been brought down nearly to the figures 
fixed in the famous circular 302. 

The reduction was voluntary on the part 
of the Atlantic Coast Line, which hauls 
the greater part of sirup shipped in 
Georgia, and the new rate is sufficiently 


‘low. to admit Atlanta and other Georgia 


points to establish refineries and com- 


/pete with Birmingham. 


The sirup rate from points ef the At- 
lantic Coast Line to Atlanta before the 
promulgation of circular 302 was 23 
cents a hundred weight. This was re- 
duced in the circular to !7 cents, but at 
same as the rate to Birmingham. Now 
the railroad of it own volation; but at 
the request of the commission, has re- 
19 cents a hundred 
weight to Atlanta on car load lots of 
24,000 pounds and !I7 cents to Columbus 
on similar amounts. This is a cut of 4 
cents on the Atlanta rate and goes into 
effect on January 6&. 

Some weeks ago James Menzies, gen- 
eral freight agent of the Atlantic Coast 
Line, called at the office of the rail- 
road commission. where he met the three 
members of the commission. 

“Brother Menzies,” said Commissioner 
Joseph M, Brown, “we want you to feel 
perfectly at home here. We don't want 
to work an injustice to your road or any 
other, but we want you to do the right 
thing by the people. Now I want you to 
look on me just as vou used to when I 
was with one road and you were with 
another. Let’s be just as frank with 
each other as we were then. 

“Now the sfrup rates need changing. 
They are too high. Can’t you cut them, 
giving Atlanta an !I8 cent rate and Co- 
lumbus a proportionate rate? This would 
break up Birmingham’s monopoly.” 

The other commissioners indorsed this. 

Mr. Menzies replfed that the Birming- 
ham rate had been inaugurated to keep 
that point from trafficing entirely in 
New Orleans goods, but that he realized 
it was too low and that he thought it 
would have to be raised to save his road 
from being besieged to make cuts else- 
where to conform with it. He said that he 
would be glad to give Atlanta a 20 cent 
rate, 

“Let’s split the difference and make it 
19," ‘suggested the commissioners. 

Mr. Menzies smiled and said he would 
see what could be done. 

Now it happened that when circular 
302 was promulgated a certain Atlanta 
firm was ‘‘on a trade’’ for refining plant 
machinéry, believing that under the come- 
missions’s cut rates they could make such 
a plant pay profits. Then the IHtigation 
was begun and The prospective refiners 
withdrew from the trade, but were given 
an option on the plant. Since that time 
the price of the machinery has gone up 
and the option ts now about to expire. 

Several days ago the commissioners 
asked Secretary George F. Montgomery 
to write to Mr. Menzies agxing: him to 
expedite his answer on the 19 cent rate 
preposition. Yesterday the definite an- 
swer came that the desired rates would 
be put into effect on January 5. 

This means that after all the contro- 
versy over the subject the commissioners 
and the Atlantic Coast Line have come 
together amicably and the justice, if the 
commission's position has been made ap- 
parent to the railroad, which made haste 
to do the fatr thing and has thereby 
placed Georgia points on the same foot- 
ing as Birmingham, which hitherto has 
enjoyed a monopoly so far as the sirup 
business in this section was concerned. 

‘The commissioners feel’ greatly pleased 
at the frank and fair congtuct of 
the road and the benefits about to 
crue to Georgia.

As tn other 
sports, experience has shown from year 
to year how the game could be bettered 
and, accordingly, the rules committee 
has made desirable changes tn the play- 
ing rules from time to time, until now 
it stands a rational and beautiful game, 
scientific and requiring much team work 
for success. 

Played as ft {s within doors, sufficient 
space is not often to be hag permitting 
of the participation of many men on a 
side, nearly all of whom are on the move 
at the same time, as in football, hence 
the number of men on a side is properly 
restricted to five. These five are di- 
vided or classified as two forwards, one 
center and two guards, Any fair sized 
hall or gymnasium cleared of apparatus

In 
this a huge wire cage covers exactly 
the whole field of play, and within this 
cage both teams are contained. There 
is no “out of bounds” and consequently 
no halt in the game by reason of the 
ball going out of bounds. If the ball 
strikes the side of the cage it continues 
in play just as if it had struck a player. 
These cages being quite expensive, how- 
ever, they are seldom employéd in seo- 
tions where the game fs still young and 
just getting on its feet. 

The official ball is 31 inches in circum- 
ference and should weigh between !8 and 
20 ounces. The goals are two baskets, 
one at efther end, each {8 Inches in 
diameter, and suspended 10 feet from 
the floor. 

Noow the aim is for each team to get 
the ball] into their opponents’ basket, and 
as many times as possible in the course 
of two playing halves of twenty min- 
utes each. A rest of ten minutes ts al- 
lowed between the two halves, 

To start the game the two centers, one 
from each team, take their places inside 
a circle with a 4-foot diameter, marked 
in the center of the floor. The referee 
throws the ball up high between them 
and ‘both cenfers leap up to strike it as 
it descends and bat it toward the other 
team’s goal. Now the forwards are the 
two men of a side who play far for- 
ward near the other team’s basket, for 
the purpose of being near enough to that 
basket to attempt to put or “shoot” the 
ball into {it should opportunity offer. The 
business of the two guards in the rear, 
on the other hand, ts to guard or protect 
their own goal, so as to prevent oppo- 
nents: from getting a clear and easy 
chance to shoot a goal and, incidentally, 
to bat or throw the ball far back down 
the field toward the other team’s goal, 
thus keeping it away from the vicinity of 
their own goal. The result of this regu- 


| lar arrangement of men is to throw the 


guards of one team into direct opposition 
with the forwards of the other team, and

A 
general ryle of scientific play results that 
When the opfonents have possession of 
the ball each defensive player (of the 
side not in possession) should keep as 
close to his direct opponent 4&@s possible 
in order that he may not have a free 
and untrammeled “‘pas’’ or catch to or 
from another of his side. Conversely, 
when a player’s own side has the ball he 
wll endeavor to get away from his dl- 
rect vis-a-vis as far and as often as pos-

Of course, it is of more fmportance 
that the forwards and center of a team 
should be expert in shooting for goals 
| than the guards, since the latter seldom 
leave thelr own goal section. and ap- 
proach that of the other team closely 
enough to try fer a goal.

and heavier men than the forwards

offense of this nature is a 
foul, and when so declared by the referee 
or the umpire the team injured has the 
right to a foul throw, which consists in 
a player of that side taking the ball 
and from the foul throw line (a short 
line of | foot situated in the playing field 
15 feet in front of the opponents’ bas- 
ket) he is allowed to make a shoot for 
goal, while his opponents are forbidden 
to interfere with him or the ball in any 
way. A foul throw is also granted for 
kicking, carrying or holding the ball, and 
also.in the case of a player striking, kick- 
ing, tripping, hacking or shouldering an- 
other player, in fact for any kind of 
unnecessarily rough play. These latter 
are called class B fouls and for a second 
offense of this nature a player should 
be excluded from the game. The first 
mentioned fouls are called class A fouls. 

When a goal is scored by direct sho vt- 
ing from the field during the regular 
and uninterrupted course of the game 
the goal scored from the foul throw line 
as the result of a foul called on op- 
ponents, but one point is allowed. This 
year’s rules also provide that should a 
player of one side foul a player of the 
other side, who is just about to try for 
a goal (not to pass to another player of 
his side), the side attempting the goal 
shall be given one point. Should ‘the 
score at the end of two twenty-minute 
halves be a tie, play continues until 
one side scores two more points.

while shoot a goal from such haphazard 
playing, but he would reap no benefit 
in reputation, as it would be considered 
an accident, hence it is better to sacrifice 
what slight chance he may have to give 
a better chance to a comrade. This is 
scientific team-play and in the end will 
make him member of a winning team— 
a full measure of glory. 

Basket ball is a very vigorous sport, 
and to play a good game frem start to 
finish demands that a man be in ex- 
cellent physical condition. To bring this 
about many teams train and diet them. 
selves as rigorously as do college foot. 
ball teams. 

Indeed, the game is almost ag wearing 
as is football, for the players are con- 
stantly on the go with practically no let 
up, which is not the case in football, 
for there time is frequently taken out 
for a dozen reasons, 

The principal difficulty to be surmount- 
ed in learning the game is to understand 
that it is different from other games 
in the mature of its rules. It is not 
boxing or wrestling, nor is it even foot- 
ball. The rules are very strict as to un- 
necessary roughness, and their interpre- 
tation should be equally so by the offi- 
clals. There is absolutely no need of 
rough play in the game, nor is it played 
roughly by the best teams in the coun- 
try. Competent umpiring is the remedy.

Edwin Lovelace Kills Himself 
in Bainbridge Hotel 


Dead. Man Left Atlanta on 18th To 
Assume Position as Manager 
of Western’ Union ~ Tele- 
graph Office at That 
Place. 


Bainbridge, Ge., Detember 3$1!.—(Spe- 
clal.)\—Edwin Lovelace, a former resident 
of Atlanta, and who came to Bainbridge 
on the 18th to assume the position of 
manager ‘of the Western Union Office 
here, committed suicide today at his 
room in the Fordham hotel, 

Lovelace was discovered this morning 
about IO o’clock by a. messenger boy, 
and had apparently not been under the 
influence of the drug more than an hour. 
Physicians were hurriedly summoned and 
Drs. Chason and Chestnut worked all 
day to save his life. The end came at 
6 o’clock this evening. 

On the table by the side of the bed 
were found envelopes which had con- 
tained ten grains of morphine. 

Lovelace also left a short memorandum 
on an envelope which contained a letter 
he received yesterday. On this envelope 
‘was found the words: 

“Notify T. A. Lovelace and F. S. Cox, 
Atlanta.” 
| This fs the only clew to the sutfcide. 
| His business associates state that he 
received a letter yesterday which evt- 
dently made him very despondent, and 
he had appeared in a dazed condition 
ever since. This letter was from At- 
lanta, as the envelope left indicated, but 
the letter cannot be found tonicht. 

The parties named were notified and 
the authorities are {In receipt of a mes- 
sage to give the man every attention and 
stating that T. A. Lovelace was unable 
to come to Bainbridge on account of 
the loss of his home by fire this after- 
ncon, 

Since the death of the suicide, a' second 
ta'egram was sent, asking for disnoeition 
of the body, and, In the meanvw™e, it 
has been turned over to the coroner. 

Message from Wife. 

During the afternoon a mesage. wae 
‘Teceived from Mrs. Lovelace, asking the 
condition of. her husband. and she was 
nctified of his subsequent death,

An Old Work Crippled. 

Ponasang hospital at Foochow, China, 
has been in a state of transition since 
the fire which burned Dr. Kinnear’s 
home in 1902. In May last a step in 
advance was taken, when the work was 
finally removed from the remains of the 
old looted hospital bu‘iding, on land that 
@id not belong to the mission, to a 
Chinese house upon the main street. 
This place was purchased as a perma- 
nent site for a new dispensary. Almost 
sufficient lund has been secured for 
the hospital building proper, but there js 
only the nucleus of the fund required. 
for its erection. The few months during 
which the work has been carried on in 
the new location have been sufficient 
to convince Dr. Kinnear that having the 
dispensary upon the main street wil 
have decided advantages. The Chinese 
house now upon this site. and used for 
both dispensiry and ‘hospital, is over 
a century old, contains only two rooms, 
about 12 by 40 feet in size, which are 
available for wards. These rooms have 
no windows, and are crowded with beds. 
The only place for operating is the rear 
public court, from which it {s impossible 
to exclude the crowd when work is. being 
dore. Bad drainage and the damp and 
decaying floors are elements in making 
the place thoroughly unsanitary. In 
spite of it all, we are glad to know that 
the doctor’s fears that there might be 
an outbreak of plague there thi: sum- 
mer were not realized, It is hoped. that 
those who epprecidte the value of.med- 
teal missionary work will make it possi- 
ble to give this pioneer.of our medica] 
work in. China a good home.

When 
Pryor’s second called on Potter. accord- 
ing to the rules of the “code.” to name 
the place, date and weapons, Potter 
cool'y sugvested bowle knives. Pryor’s 
frierd recoiled in herror from the use of

When at 
length he felt that he was ready to speak 
and some at least ready to hear him, he 
went to the place where the most people 
would naturally congregate. 

He was granted an immediate and as- 
tonishingly large auditory, Ie had been 
five hundred years since a prophet’s 
voice had fallen upon Isreal’s ear and 
the reading of the ancient prophets In 
the synagogue was perfunctory. It was 
unrinterpreted by sympathetic accent, 
and so was spiritless and without effect. 
Tne conjunction of man and message in 
John was recognized instantly. In this 
sense he was a “man come from God.” 
The Jews, with their social instinct 
hated the desert, but they recognized it 
as the birthplace of their deliverers. And 
John had come from the desert. That 
predisposed them in his favor. Again he 
was of priestly parentage, but of a par- 
entage untainted with the vices incident 
to the hierarchy. Finally matters had 
come to such a ~»pass_ through the 
haughty tntolerance of the “Noman gov- 
ernors and the low and cunning fawning 
of puppet priests that revolution was in 
the air. To some it seemed that darkest 
hour, which presages dawn. However, 
the Baptist avoided all political entang e- 
ments. He affiiiated with no party. He 
was found to be solely a preacher of 
righteousness. He sought the regenera- 
tion of his nation. He made himself a 
father confessor. He calle) for words of 
repentance and deeds to match them. He 
made the Jews themselves submit to 
the sign which they enforced upon 
heathen proselytes.to Judaism. He bap- 
tized them.
